I wish to say at this, the close of 
my term of office as mayor, that the 
vast amount of work accomplished 
for the city of Lansing during the 
last two years will go down in his- 
tory as a record for those who par- 
ticipated tn the work of carrying. out 
the wishes of the people in making 
these public improvements. 

With the public improvements now 
under way and the money on hand 
to start other work with, the city 


should make further progress along 


the line of building pavements, sew- 
ers, bridges and other improvements 
that are needed to keep pace with 
the growth of the city. 

In reviewing the activities accom- 
plished during the year, I have been 
more than pleased with the progress 
made. 

Our system of garbage collection 
has changed from a system of many 
complaints to a system that, I be- 
lieve, is very satisfactory to the citi- 
zens of Lansing. Our system of dis- 
posal by feeding hogs has proven to 
be very profitable to the city, and 
our hog farm is to be regarded as a 
model after which to pattern munici- 
pal piggeries. ~ 

The city of Iansing is to be con- 
gratulated for the many miles. of 
pavement it has, and if present plans 
are completed and the wishes of the 
people carried out many more mn:&s 
will be constructed and the city of 
Lansing will rank among the _ best 
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cities of the state along the line of 
good thoroughfares.

tem and with the work now under

Gentlemen—The wooden floor sys- 
tem on the Seymour st.’bridge ~vas 
wrecked during the past week by 
heavily loaded trucks. 

It will cost approximately $3200 toa 
replank the bridge and put in new 
stringers to increase the strength of 
the floor system. 

In as much as the council has pas- 
sed some proceedings looking toward 
the replacement of this bridge which 
have since been rescinded, I would 
like an expression from the council 
as to whether or not the bridge 
should be replanked. 

If the bridge is to be replaced soon, 
the present structure should be clos- 
ed to traffic as it is not safe for all 
loads that might use it.

At the last session of tne city coun- 
ell ae was passed for the 
purchase of a lot in Espanore Addi- 
tion to the city of Lansing, as a site 
for a fire station, and I was asked to 
pass upon title to the same, I find 
that all the lots in this Addition 
were sold, or are being sold, under 
the same general] plan, under which 
the vendee of each lot is given a 
deed or contract providing that no 
building other than a single resl- 
dence with a private garage may be 
built on any iot. These restrictions 
can be enforced by any owner of a 
lot on this plat for whose benefit the 
restrictions were made. Our Supreme 
Court in the case of Allen vs. Wayne 
Circuit Judge, 159 Mich., p. 612, has 
decided that a building restriction 
can be enforced against a clty which 
secks, in the exercise of its police . 
puwer, to erect and maintain for the 
public safety a fire department sta- 
tion on the property. The court in 
this case said that, ‘“‘We are satisfied 
that a valid building restriction may~ 
be binding upon a city as weli as an 
individual, and before it can use a 
lot charged with such restriction for 
a purpose prohibited by the restric- 
tion, it must obtain, by purchase or 
condemnation, the title of all owners 
of any interest therein, and when it 
has not done so, equity may properly 
intervene to preserve the status quo 
until such interests are acquired.” 

It is possibleythat no one will ate 
tempt to enjoin the city should it at- 
tempt to build a fire station on this 
lot. I have, however, refused to pass 
favorably upon the title because I 
consider the building restriction as an 
encumbrance against the property for 
fire station purposes. If the council 
desires to purchase this lot with 
knowledge of the pvussibility that it 
may not be permitted to build a fire 
station upon it, I desire the council 
ve take further action to express this 
ntent.

Your committee on parks from the 
park board have had under consid- 
eration the advisability of building 
a concrete retaining wall on _ the 
south side of Grand River just west 
of the City Electric Light dam and 
after a thordugh investigation, beg 
leave to report as follows: 

We belleve it advisable for the fol- 
lowing reasons: 

(1) The river is now at a low 
point where team work can be don® 
on the old river’ bed. 

(2) It will eliminate a nulsance 
caused by weed growth, dead water 
and rubbish which has accumulated 
in this section. 

(3) It will add to our rivér bank 
a piece of ground which could be 
made vexy attractive 

(4) It will be the beginning of 
the long talked of improvement on 
our river banks, 

(5) It will protect the bank and 
the trees growing along the river 
bank and will allow the City to ex- 
tend thé wall at any time later. 

(6) The travelers on the Grand 
Trunk Ry. will be given a wonder- 
ful view of the way Lansing can fix 
the river banks and as this stretch 
of river bank is owned by the city 
cn both shores, it is up to the city 
to take the first step ahead in inr- 
proving and beautifying. . 

We would call your attention to 
this river bank and improvement and 
ask that the Council make an appro- 
Priation to cover the expense of a 
retaining wall from the south gate 
of the dam to a point approximately 
600 feet west to a point on the bank 
of the river as shown on a plan pre. 
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pared by the City Engineer and ¢sti- 
mated to cost $6,000.00.

Acting Mayor and Members of. the 

City Council: 

Gentlemen*—The death of our 
mayor, Jacob W.. Ferle, brings 
up the matters involved in the va- 
eancy created in the office of mayor. 
We must look to our city charter 
for'a determination of these mat- 
ters. There is nothing in our state 
laws pertaining to the 
Lansing being a home rule city, I 
doubt whether the state could leg- 
islate on such a matter. 

Section 98 of the city charter 
reads: * - “In the absence 
or aaa pAltes- of the mayer, or in 
case of vacancy in said office, ex- 
cept as the result of a recall, the 
president of the council sha, %er- 
form the duties of the mayo... .fro- 
vided, that the president of. the 
council shall not have the power to 
appoint or remove any city official, 
or a member of any board, during 
a temporary absence or disability 
of the mayor.” 

This section makes it quite clear, 
that when a vacancy occurs in the 
office of mayor, the president of the 
council shall perform the duties of 
the mayor. The question of haw 
long.a period of time the president 
of the council shal} perform the du- 
ties of mayor is not quite so clear,

subject. — 
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There is nothhrg in the city charter 
which provides for the caHimg of a 
special election to fill a vacaney in 
an elective office, except in the case 
of a vacancy in the office of alder- 
man. Sectlon 33 of the chaerter 
reads: “When a vacancy occurs in 
the office of alderman, the city coun- 
cil shall imygmediately order a special 
election to be held in the ward. for 
which sueh officer: was chosen, 
Provided, that in case such vacancy 
shall occur in the said office of al- 
derman, within three months be- 
fore the first Monday in April ‘tn 
any year, it shall be, optional with 
the city council to order a spectal 
election as it shall.deem expedi- 
ent.” ’ ' 

The fact that the charter makes 

express provision for.a special. elec- 
tion in case of a vacancy in the of- 
fice of alderman, and makes no such 
proviston tn ease 6f a:+vacancy in 
any other’ elective. office, gives 
weight to the opinion that no spe- 
etal election was intended to fill a 
vacancy, other than that expressly 
'provided for in the case of a va- 
cancy in the office of alderman. 
' The case of People vs. Palmer, 91 
Mich. 283, is authority for the opln- 
ion that a special election to fill a 
vyeaeancy cannot be held, uniess ex~ 
pressly authorized. 


Section 36 of the charter reads: 
* * * “Any person appointed to 
fill a vacancy to any-:elective office, 
shali hold the same until the next 
annual election, when.a person shall 
be elected to fill such vacancy for 
the unexpired portion of the regu- 
far term limited to such office, and 
untif his successor shall be elected 
and qualified.” 


1 believe that this section 36, to- 
gether -with the fact; that no. pro- 
vision is made for a special election 
to fill such vacancy, is goed author- 
ity for the opinion that the presi- 
dent of the council .shall perform 
the duties of the mayor until the 
next annual election, when the va- 
ecanecy will be filled by an election. 

.He stili retains his office of alder- 
man,-and in addition,:he performs 
the duties of mayor. His praper 
‘title would be “President of the 
Council and Acting Mayor.” The 
question of his compensation will 
He treated in a later’ opinion.

Honorable Mayor and Members of 
the City Council: 

Gentlemen—At the last sersion of 
the council, I submitted the opinion, 
that, by authority of Sec. 98 of the 
city charter, in case of a vacancy: in 
the office of mayor, the charter ap- 
pointed the president of the council 
to perform ‘the duties of the may- 
or,” and that by authority of Sec. 
86 of the charter such appointment 
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continued until filled by an election 
at the next annual election. 

The question now presented is 
whether or not compensation shall 
be paid the person so appointed to 
perform the. duties of the mayor. 
It is well settled that officers have 
no claim for official services render- 
ed, where no provision has. been 
made by law for compensation for 
such services, It is also well set- 
tled that new duties added to an 
office does not entitle additional 
compensation. It is my = opinion, 
however, that those two legal prin- 
ciples do not apply to the instant 
case. Here no new duties are added 
to the office of alderman. The duties 
which the president of the council 
is called upon to perform are the 
duties of the mayor .duties- outside 
of and different from his duties as 
alderman. He ia given all of the 
powers, duties, and responsibilities 
of the mayor, which make him 
mayor in fact, if not in name, and 
aa such entitles him to the salary 
provided in the charter for mayor. 
‘Where an officer by law may, and 
as @ matter of fact does ,hold two 
offices, he is to receive the compen- 
gation attached to both offices.” 
Sec. 29, Cyc. 1424, and cases there 
eited. 

In the case of McBride vs. City of 
Grand Rapids, 47 Mich. 236, it was 
held that a police justice, appointed 
by the council to assist in drafting 
ordinances for the city, wae oen- 
titled to recover compensation 
therefor, such services being acts 
outside of his official duty. 

In City of Detroit va. Redfield, 19 
Mich. 376, plaintiff, aga comptrolier 
of the city, was authorized and di- 
rected by resolution of the common 
council to perform certain duties 
relative to the issue and sale of so- 
called “soldiers bounty bonds” He 
received an annual salary as such 
comptroller and it was insisted that 
he was not entitled to extra com- 
pansation for the duties imposed 
upon him by the resolution. The 
eourt held that the duties required 
by the resolution were whoily for- 
eign to his duties as comptroller as 
defined by the eity charter, and 
that he was entitled to pay. In 
that case the court sald, “it is un- 
reasonable to suppose the legisla- 
ture intended that such services and 
to such an amount should be per- 
formed without eom pensation.”

Dear Sir—Answering your inquiry 
as to whether it is legal for the city 
council to modify or set aside the 
provision of our city charter im- 
posing a 4% penalty on all taxes, re- 
maining uncollected January 31 of 
¢ach year, | submit the following 
opinion: 

Sec. 147 of our city charter pro- 
vides that “If any taxes shali re- 
main uncollected after the 31st day 
of January each year, the city 
treasurer shall thereafter coltect 
4% penalty thereon, and all such 
penalties so collected shall be 
credited to the contingent fund.” If 
this provision of the charter is ea 
valid one, the city council has no 
authority to change or modify it. 
If it is an illegal provision, the city 
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treasurer should refuse to collect 
the 4% without any action of the 
city council 


The Rome ule aot for the incor- 
poration of cities, Sec. 3306 C. L. of 
1915, subdivision E, says that the 
charter of every city incorporated 
under it; chell provide “For the 
levy, collection and return of state, 


county and school taxes in  con- 
formity with the general laws of 
the state.” 

The question raised is whether 


the ieee of our charter impos-. 
ing the 4% penalty is in conformity. 
with the general laws of the state.: 


Sec. 4041 C. L. 1915 provides that: 
“all taxes shall be collected by the 
Several township and city treasurers 
or collectors, before the first lap 2 of 3 
March, in each year.” 


Sec. 4089 C. L. 1915 ie in’ 
affect that the township treasurer 
or other collector, after receiving 
the tax rolk shall proceed to collect 
such taxes and that on all sums 
paid before the 10th of January, he 
shall add 1% for collection fees, and 
upon all taxes paid on or after the 
10th dav of January, he shall add 
4%. This section aisSo provides that 
in townshipsr where‘the taxes levied 
amount to $50.000 or more the peo- 
ple by vote, may place the treasurer 
upon a salary, in which event the 
fees go into the contingent fund of 
the township. 


It is my opinion that the addition 
of 4% to taxes, if not paid by a 
certain date*is in conformity with 
the laws of the state and therefbre 
valid, It is true that the state law 
calls this 4% a collection fee, while 
our charter calls it a penalty, but 
the purpose and effect is the same; 
to quote a familiar expression “A 
rose by any other name would smell 
as sweet.” 


This provision of the charter, en- 
acted by the voters of the city be- 
ine valid, cannot be amended or re- 
pealed by resolution of the council.

wn January 10, 1886, a disastrous 
fire destroyed the factory buildings 
of (lark & Ca., manufacturers of 
carriages and cutters. Following 
this ftre, O. M. Barnes and a large 
nuinber of citizens of the city pet 
tioned the common council to grant 
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the use of that portion of Washte- 
naw at. lying between Grand River 
and the river to the said Clark & 
Co. for the period of 99 years at the 
nominal rental of $1 a year. <Act- 
Ing on this petition, the common 
council of the city granted to Clark 
& Co. the use of said street for 
manufacturing purposes and no 
other. 


Following the passage of this 
resolution, Clark & Co. built on the 
said portion of Washtenaw st. the 
buildings now there. 


About 1910 said Clark . ‘‘o. were 
reorganized and the na:ned changed 
to Clark Power Wagon Co. In Au- 
gust, 1912, the directors of the 
Clark Power Wagon “o. petitioned 
the circuit court of the county of 
Ingham for a decree dissolving said 
corporation. In November, 1912, 
Charles F.. Paxson was appointe 
receiver for said corporation an 
the Clark Power Wagon Co. was 
dissolved and the use of said treet 
for manufacturing purnoxses ceused, 


While this street was in the pos- 
session of the Clark rower Wason 
Co .in 1910, they mortzazed_ this 
strect together with their cther 
Property to A. A. Piatt, as truatee. 
In February, 1914, A. A. Piatt, aa 
trustee, commenced a foreclosure 
suit of this mortgage. In March, 
1914, the city of Lansing intervened 
in this suit and was permitted to 
become a party thereto. On tne 25th 
of October, 1914, the cqurt decreed 
that this property shovld be sold, 
and by the consent of all parties to 
the suit, the decree of the court 
recognized that the Clark Power 
Wagon Co. and the receiver thereof 
had not and never did have in the 
past, any title to said street which 
it could mortgage or convey, or to 
which title would. pass to pur- 
chasers on a foreclosure of a mort- 
gaze, and the court further ordered 
and decreed that the premises so to 
‘be sold as provided therein should 
include any and all buildings :r2cted 
on said street and any purchaser so 
purchasing the same should have 
the right to remove said buildings 
from said street for a period of 
three years. The purchaser of said 
buildings at said foreclosure sale 
did not remove said buildings with- 
in three years as provided in said 
decree, and have since leased and 
are now leasing said premises and 
recelving therefor large rentals.

REPORTS OF CITY OFFICERS. 


The report of the sealer of 
weights and measures and gas in- 
spector for the week ending Janu- 
aye 1923, was received and placed 
on file. 
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Honorable Mayor and City Council: 

Gentlemen—The matter of taxes 
assessed against thé city. piggery 
was referred to me at the last ses- 
sion of the city council. 


Sec. 4001 C. L. 19165, reads, “The 
following real property shall be 
exempt from taxation: * * * lands 
owned by any county, township, 
city, village or school district and 
buildings thereon, uSed for public 
purposes.” 


I find no express exemption, in 
the statutes, personal property 
owned by -municipalities, but the 
text books and court decisions hold 


that such personal property is 
exempted. 
Dillon, Municipal Corporation, 


sec. 773, says: “‘The sound principle 
is that property owned by a state 
or by the United States or by a mu- 
nicipality for public uses is not sub- 
ject to be taxed unless so provided 
by positive legislation.” Our su- 
preme court in the case of Big Rap- 
ids vs. Supervisors, 99 Mich. 3653, 
says: “Aside from express exemp- 
tions, there are also exempttons im- 
plied by law. Implied .exemptions 
exist where property is owned and 
held by the state, its political sub- 
divisions and ita municipalities ‘for 
governmental purposes * * ** It 
would seem to follow that only such 
burdens of taxation can be imposed 
upon its property as are expressly 
provided by law.” . 

The hogs on this farm were as- 
sessed at $11,000. Hogs, of sourse, 
are personal property, and the law 
provides that all personal property 
Shall be assessed to the owner in 
the township in which he is an in- 
habitant, and in case of corporations 
at the place «f its principal office 
(see C. L, 1915, Secs. 4005-4007). Un- 
der the law the city’s hogs were not 
assessable in Delta township, even 
though not exempted from taxation.

farm, the disposal-of garbage. 

The assessment of this property is 
therefore illegal and void.

of two dollars shall be paid before 
such trial shall commence. The fee 
provided in this section shall be in 
full of all services and proceedings 
in said cause to and including the 
issue of an execution upon the 
judgement therein and shall be taxed 
in favor of the party paying the 
same if he be the prevailing party 
in the suit. The jury and officers’ 
fees provided by general law shail 
be paid in addition to the foregoing 
fees. For al! services and proceed- 
ings subsequent to the issuing of 
an execution, or for the purpose of 
staying proceedings, or for remov- 
ing causes to an appellate court, — 
there shal} be paid to the clerk of 
the said justice court, the fees pro- 
vided by law. In all criminal 
cases, where a fine may be imposed 
it shall and may be lawful to in- 
clude in the sentence such an 
emount for costs as would be ap- 
plicable under the general laws of 
this state, in justice courts, and all 
such costs, fees and moneys col- 
lected by said justices of the peace, 
or clerk of said court, for or on 
account of the business of the said 
courts, except as herein provided, 
shall be paid over to the city treas- 
urer as herein provided. The fees 
of witnesses and jurors in criminal 
cases shall be paid in the same 
manner as is now provided by law 
for the payment of such fees by 
justices of the peace in townships, 
and all fines imposed by said jus- 
tices of the peace for the violation 
of any of the criminal laws of this 
atate, except such as are imposed 
as costs aforesaid, shall be, by the 
said justices of the peace, paid to 
the treasurer of the county of Ing- 
ham, as required by law. 

Except as herein otherwise pro-~ 
vided, the general laws of the state

residence purposes without a front- 
age consent as described in Article 
XLVI for 150 ft. in each direction 
along such street from the pro- 
posed new location.
